Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Urban  District  of  Hayes  for  the  year  1914. 

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area,  3311  acres,  situated  at  from  85  to  169  feet  above  sea  level.  Rainfall 
1914,  26*60  inches ;  surface  somewhat  flat. 

The  main  road  from  London  to  Oxford  passes  practically  along  the  highest 
portion  of  the  District.  South  of  this  road  the  subsoil  is  gravel  with  the  water  level 
in  winter  in  many  places  very  near  the  surface ;  north  of  this  road  the  subsoil  is 
generally  clay.  The  District  is  mainly  agricultural,  but  the  southern  portion 
bordering  the  Great  Western  Railway  and  Grand  Junction  Canal  is  manufacturing; 
this  southern  portion  is  developing  very  rapidly,  new  factories  are  in  course  of 
erection  and  housing  accommodation  for  the  employees  is  progressing ;  the  Botwell 
House  Estate  is  now  being  developed  for  building  purposes.  A  large  percentage  of 
the  population  is  of  the  mechanical  or  labouring  classes. 

The  District  is  divided  into  three  Wards  for  Municipal  Election  purposes. 
Population  last  Census,  4,261  ;  estimated  population  middle  of  1914,  5,000. 
Amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  distributed  during  1914,  £211  19s.  5d.  A  small 
Cottage  Hospital  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  treats  annually  20  to  25 
patients.  There  is  also  a  District  Nurse  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 
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B. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District,  is  mainly  from  the  Public  Service  of  the 
Rickmans  worth  and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Co.,  whose  mains  cover  the  greater 
portion  of  the  inhabited  parts  of  the  District.  During  the  year  1914  one  complaint 
was  received  of  unpleasantness  in  the  water  ;  the  impurity  consisted  of  oxide  of  iron 
(rust)  and  was  not  injurious  to  health,  and  the  water  was  otherwise  good  drinking 
water.  There  are  still  some  isolated  dwellings  which  depend  for  their  water  upon 
surface  wells. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  only  stream  in  the  District  is  the  River  Crane,  which  forms  the  western 
boundary  of  the  District,  ai  d  is  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council,  and  so  far  as  we  are  aware  no  pollution  has  taken  place. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  major  portion  of  the  District  is  sewered  ;  during  the  year  the  sewer  has 
been  extended  to  the  Hamlet  of  Yeading  ;  as  yet  only  two  houses  have  been  con¬ 
nected  to  it.  I  consider  it  is  most  important  for  all  houses  in  that  district  to  he 
connected  up  as  soon  as  possible,  as  a  considerable  nuisance  exists  by  drainage  dis¬ 
charging  into  open  ditches  by  the  side  of  the  road ;  the  only  portions  of  the  Hayes 
Urban  District  not  provided  with  a  sewer,  are  the  high  road  from  Yeading  Lane  to 
the  Eastern  boundary  of  the  District,  and  some  cottages  built  along  a  private  road 
at  Yeading.  The  plant  for  dealing  with  sewage  at  the  outfall  works  during  the 
year  has  wonted  well  and  provided  a  satisfactory  effluent ;  no  complaints  have  been 
received  from  the  County  Authority. 

The  method  of  disposal  is  by  sedimentation  and  subsequent  treatment  by 
percolating  filters. 

The  number  of  houses  and  premises  connected  to  the  sewers  is  1,000. 

The  number  connected  during  the  past  year  is  78. 

The  number  remaining  unconnected  is  142. 

There  is  still  considerable  infiltration  of  subsoil  water  on  the  line  of  sewers, 
but  otherwise  the  condition  is  satisfactory. 

All  house  drains  connected  to  the  system  are  tested  with  wratei  before  being 
passed  by  the  Surveyor  to  the  Council. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  dwellings  connected  to  the  sewers  are  provided  with  water  closets  of 
approved  pattern,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Council ;  where  there 
are  no  sewers  earth  closets  and  a  few  privies  are  in  use. 

SCAVENGINGS. 

The  house  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council  in  proper  sanitary  covered  carts 
from  every  house  in  the  District  once  in  each  week,  and  is  carted  to  a  tip  within 
the  District.  The  Council  has  in  force  a  bye-law  making  the  provision  of  a 
proper  sanitary  dust-bin  for  every  house  compulsory,  and  48  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  upon  request. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT.

PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  WHICH  CAN  BE  CONTROLLED 

BY  BYE-LWVS.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  three  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  District.  Hayes  Council 
School,  Clayton  Road ;  Dr.  Triplett’s  School,  Hayes  Town ;  and  Yeading 
Elementary  School.  The  Managers  of  Dr.  Triplett’s  School  have  under 
consideration  the  provision  of  additional  class  room  accommodation  to  meet  the 
demands  of  increasing  population. 
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All  the  Schools  are  supplied  by  the  Water  Company's  mains;  the  two 
former  are  connected  with  the  Council's  sewers  and  at  the  third  satisfactory 
arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  are  in  existence.  The  general  sanitary 
condition  is  good,  and  the  Managers  of  Dr.  Triplett’s  School  are  hoping  shortly  to 
provide  additional  washing  accommodation  for  boj^s.  The  medical  examination  of 
school  children  is  provided  by  the  Middlesex  County  Council,  and  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  Head  Masters  and  Head  Mistresses  are  at  once 
notified  to  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  dealt  with  by  him,  but  there  is  no 
provision  for  the  treatment  of  other  ailments  pointed  out  by  the  Medical  Examiners. 

FOOD. 

(A.)  Milk  Supply. — The  milk  produced  within  the  District  is  of  excellent 
quality.  The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  are  regularly  inspected  by  myself 
and  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  all  are  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition.  No 
samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  for  analysis  by  the  Officers  of  the  Council.  There 
are  no  arrangements  in  force  for  the  inspection  of  milking  cows  for  evidence  of 
Tuberculosis. 

(B.)  Other  Foods. — No  necessity  has  arisen  for  action  to  be  taken  in  case 
of  unsound  food.  The  condition  of  Bakehouses  is  generally  good,  and  the  condition 
of  Slaughter  Houses  excellent. 

(C.)  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — No  action  has  been  taken. 

HOUSING!. 

» 

The  housing  accommodation  for  the  industrial  classes  in  the  District  is 
undoubtedly  insufficient,  and  there  are  still  many  cottages  occupied  which  in  my 
opinion  are  quite  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Closing  orders  have  been  issued  for 
a  number  of  these,  but  owing  to  scarcity  of  dwellings  the  Council  has  not  proceeded 
to  demolition.  Land  has  been  acquired  for  the  erection  of  22  houses  at  Yeading, 
and  the  Council  has  also  bought  about  14  acres  of  land  at  Botwell  on  which  it  is 
proposed  to  erect  208  houses.  Forty  houses  suitable  for  habitation  by  the  industrial 
classes  were  erected  during  the  year  by  private  enterprise.  Efficient  supervision 
over  the  construction  of  new  houses  is  exercised  by  the  Surveyor  in  accordance  with 
modern  by-laws  adopted  in  1913. 
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The  Inspection  of  the  District  under  Section  17  of  the  Housing  and  Town 
Planning  Act,  1909,  has  been  energetically  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
full  particulars  of  which  appear  in  the  subjoined  tables. 

0.— SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Sanitary  Staff  consists  in  addition  to  the  Surveyor,  of  one  whole  time 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Bacteriological  aids  to  diagnosis  have  been  used  where  necessary. 

Ample  accommodation  exists  at  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at  Kingston 
Lane,  Uxbridge,  and  the  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Yeading,  for  the  reception  and 
treatment  of  all  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  but  only  three  varieties,  viz.,  Small 
Pox,  Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria.  Typhus,  Enteric,  Puerperal  and  Cerebro-Spinal 
Fever  are  not  received. 

D.-PREYALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OYER  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Three  cases  of  Diphtheria,  ‘60  per  1,000  of  estimated  population,  were 
reported  during  the  year ;  they  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The 
source  of  infection  was  not  traced. 

Fifty-nine  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  11*80  per  1,000  of  estimated  population, 
were  reported  ;  the  source  of  original  infection  was  not  traced,  but  it  appears  to 
have  been  spread  by  infection  acquired  at  school.  I  would  point  out  to  parents 
that  in  every  case  in  which  a  child  develops  a  rash  of  any  kind,  it  should  be 
seen  as  soon  as  possible  by  a  doctor,  in  order  that  a  diagnosis  of  its  nature 
may  be  made. 

Two  cases  of  Erysipelas,  *40  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population,  were 
reported  during  the  year. 

A  very  considerable  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  existed  during  the  year, 
and  was  prevalent  throughout  the  County. 

E.-  -PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OYER  TUBERCULOSIS. 

(a.)  In  all  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  the  patients  are  visited 
and  oral  and  printed  instructions  as  to  self  preservation  and  prevention  of  the 
infection  of  others  are  given.  Spitting  mugs  are  provided  by  the  Council, 
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( b .)  As  the  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  are  under  the  management  of  the  Tuberculosis  Department  of  the 
Middlesex  County  Council,  subsequent  visits  are  not  paid  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  unless  requested  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  that  Authority. 

(c.)  The  arrangements  for  the  detection  of  unrecognized  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  associated  with  notified  cases  of  the  disease  are  under  the  direction  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council. 

(d.)  The  arrangements  made  for  utilizing  the  services  of  the  Tuberculosis 

Officer  or  Nurses  are  as  in  (cX 

\  / 

(e.)  Disinfection  is  performed  when  necessary  by  the  Officers  of  the  Hayes 
Council.  The  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  of  Middlesex  for  the 
visitation  and  treatment  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (sanitorium  and 
domiciliary)  are  working  satisfactorily,  and,  I  am  of  opinion,  will  in  the  future  tend 
to  produce  a  considerable  diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  this  dire  malady. 

F. — INVESTIGATION  OF  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  subsoil  Rheumatism  in  all  its  forms  has  been 
very  prevalent. 

I  am  of  opinion  there  has  been  considerable  neglect  on  the  part  of  some  of 
the  occupiers  of  land  in  allowing  the  ditches  and  watercourses  to  become  silted  up ; 
many  of  the  ditches  by  the  sides  of  the  roads  are  not  properly  attended  to,  which 
must  contribute  to  the  land  becoming  waterlogged  and  to  increased  dampness  in 
dwellings,  a  fertile  cause  of  Rheumatism  and  Tuberculosis. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  D.  C.  Fidler,  your  Surveyor,  and 
to  Mr.  E.  Hoddinott,  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  their  valuable  and  ready  assistance 
at  all  times  in  the  performance  of  my  duties  as  Custodian  of  the  Public  Health.
